Dr. Herz came 
here at the request of a group of In- 
dividuals- and organizations Interested 
in ameliorating the condition of the 
blind. He Demonstrated his Invention 
several 'dais-ago for the first time at 
a convention of instructors for the 
blind at Baltimore, where It was re- 
ported to have been received with en- 
thuslosm. 
^ The Invention Is based oa a' sound 
alphabet devised by Dr. Herz from the 
Morse code, eliminating the dash,and 
using the dot in various combinations.

The braille book of 1,000 
pages would entail the expenditure of 
a considerable amount of 'money by 
the person desiring to purchase It 
The same book In'the form of .the typo- 
.phone record, the Inventor says, would 
coat from 2 to r> cents. The typophone 
Itself would/rail for an Initial expendi- 
ture of about $15. So that a blind per- 
son could build up an extensive library 
at en insignificant cost compared to 
the expenditure necessary to purchase 
the same library in braille.
